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Science Foundation The National Science Foundation has issued an important 
Summer Institutes pamphlet entitled, "Summer Institutes for Science, Mathe- 
for 1960 Announced matics, and Engineering Teachers, 1960: By special arrange- 


ment with the Foundation, copies are being distributed with 
this issue of the Bulletin. Because of the cost of postage, it has been necessary to 
mail the copies separately. Those who receive the Bulletin by first-class mail will there- 
fore receive their copies of the Foundation pamphlet a few days later. 

The pamphlet lists and describes a total of 381 institutes scheduled for ‘the summer 
of 1960. Funds are available to provide financial assistance for about 18,000 high school 
and college teachers of science, mathematics, and engineering. The Foundation grant to 
each Institute covers the cost of tuition, fees, stipends, and allowances. The Institute, 
in turn, selects the teacher-participants and determines the amounts of the stipends and 
allowances. The maximum stipend is $75 per week; the maximum dependency allowance is $15 
per week per dependent up to four; the maximum travel allowance is $80, calculated at 4 
cents per mile for one round trip between home and Institute. Institutes are permitted 
to offer smaller sums in order to accommodate more teachers. 

Applicant blanks are abtained only from host institutions and NOT from the National 
Science Foundation. The completed application blanks (including in every case a card 
for the National Science Foundation) must be postmarked by February oy 1960, to guarantee 
consideration. Institutes will make initial stipend offers on or before March 1b; 1960. 

In every case, recipients will have until April 1, 1960, to accept or decline. 


35 Summer Institutes Thirty-five modern foreign language institutes for the train- 
for Foreign Language ing of 2,000 elementary and secondary school language teachers 
Teachers Announced will be established at colleges and universities next summer, 


U. S. Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. Derthick has 
announced. The language institutes, authorized under Title VI of the National Defense Edu- 
cation Act, provide professional training to elementary and secondary school teachers of 
French, German, Italian, Russian and Spanish. 

With three exceptions, none of the institutes will accept teachers who attended one of | 
the 12 institutes conducted last summer. The three institutes which will give preference 
to those who have attended an institute include Hollins College for teachers of French, 
University of Puerto Rico for teachers of Spanish, and Stanford University for teachers of 
German. 

The institute sponsored by Stanford University will be the only one of the 35 to be 
conducted abroad. About 85 secondary school teachers of German will spend nine weeks at 
the institute to be located at Stuttgart, Germany. It is regarded as a pilot enterprise, 
and from this experiment the Office of Education will be able to determine whether a 
limited number of institutes may effectively be established in foreign countries. 

Two institutes have been designed for elementary school language teachers. They will 
be conducted at the University of Kansas for teachers of German and Spanish and at Tufts 
University for teachers of French and Spanish. Twenty-five institutes will enroll secondary 
school teachers and the remaining eight institutes will enroll both elementary and secondaryj] 
school teachers. 

Teachers from public schools who attend the institutes receive stipends of $75 a week 
and an allowance of $15 a week for each dependent. Private school teachers attend the 
institutes without charge but receive no stipends.

New Media Research A new small grants program to encourage graduate students 
Grants Available and teachers to conduct research in educational uses of 
mass media in elementary and secondary schools, colleges 
and universities, has been announced by U. S. Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. 
Derthick. The initial amount available will come from a total of $300,000 to be 


used in funding research grants between now and June 30, 1960, under Title VII of 
the National Defense Education Act. 
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The Commissioner said each research project must be completed within a year. 
The researcher may study methods for utilizing all or any of the media. These in- 
clude motion picture films, television, radio, recordings, filmstrips, language 
laboratories and teaching machines. 

Applications for grants not to exceed $2,500 should be filed before February 1, 
1960, with the Educational Media Branch, Office of Education, U. S. Department of 
Helath, Education, and Welfare, Washington 25, D. C. 


Learning Resources The Learning Resources Institute, a non-profit corporation, 
Institute Established has been formed, with Dr. John E. Ivey, Jr., former execu- 


tive vice president of New York University, as its president. 
It will devote much of its effort to improved instructional uses for television, films, 
radio, learning machines, and innovations in the development and use of written 
materials of all types. 

The institute already is administering, in cooperation with the American Associ- 
ation of Colleges for Teacher Education, the two "Continental Classroom" courses for 
credit -- physics, in black and white, and chemistry, in color -- each morning over 
the National Broadcasting Company television network. The institute also is under- 
taking a number of special projects, including production of a variety of other 
courses of instruction on film or video tape, at the elementary and secondary levels, 
and courses for credit at the college level. These are designed for use on television 
networks and educational television stations, over the midwestern regional airborne 
TV experiment, and in educational programming -- frequently in foreign languages -- 
by other nations, including those in underdeveloped areas. Establishment at Princeton, 
New Jersey, of a unique center for research, development, and demonstration of new 
technological improvements for the learning process is also planned. Provision of 
specialized educational services to schools, colleges and universities will be under- 
taken.

Equipment Grants John A. McCone, Chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
Announced by AEC has announced that the Commission has approved grants total- 


ing $1,800,000 to 56 universities and colleges for the 
purchase of laboratory equipment needed to initiate or expand their nuclear educa- 
tional programs in the physical sciences and engineering. These grants are part of 
the Commission's program to assist in providing trained manpower for the atomic 
energy field. The grants include funds to 19 institutions for the purchase of sub- 
critical assemblies which are used in courses related to nuclear reactor technology. 

These awards mark the sixth in a series of grants under this program and bring 
to $12,741,917 the total assistance provided to 125 educational institutions since 
the program was initiated in September 1956. 

The primary purpose of the program is to assist qualified engineering schools 
in establishing or expanding their nuclear educational programs at the graduate 
level. When funds are available, some assistance is also provided to qualified non- 
engineering schools offering four years of undergraduate training. 
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
